Mr. Tilden was born on February 9, 1814, in 
New Lebanon, Columbia County, and was 
therefore 72 years old.

New YorK, August 4.—The unexpected 

death of Mr. Tilden was a great surprise to

HIS CAREER. 


The Life and Work of the Dead Stat es- 
man. 


Samuel J. Tilden, who, next to Horatio Sey- 
mour, has exerted the greatest influence on 
the destiny of the Democratic party in the past 
quarter of a century, and who was the 
leading figure in making successful 
in 1384 the revulsion of feeling that came in 
1816, was born at New Lebanon, in the County 
of Columbia, N. V., inthe year 1814. He had 
a thorough infusion of English blood, one of 
his ancestors, Nathaniel Tilden, having been 
in 1623 Mayor ot Tenterden, County Kent, 
England, subsequently moving to Massa- 
chusetts in 1634. 

The grandfather of Samuel J. Tilden settled 
in Columbia County, and his son, Elam, who 
became the father of the Democratic states- 
man, was a farmer and merchant of the town 


of New Lebanon, a man of excellent 
judgwent and good sense, and 
80 well informed in political 


matters as to be looked upon as the oracle of 
the county and to be regarded by President 
Van Buren as a warm personal friend. It was 
from this side ofthe house that Gov. Tilden 
inherited bis taste for political pursuits and his 
wide acquaintance with affairs had its root 
in his earlv associations with his father. 

In his 18th year Samuel entered Yale Col- 
lege, but he had not been there long when his 
health gave way and he was compelled to

leave. Later on in 18%, at the age of 20, 
he entered the University of New York where 
he finished his acadeinic education. Then he 
entered the iaw-office of John W. Edmunds in 
New York, where be enjoyed unusually vaiua- 
ble facilities for atudying law and politics. 
HI8 FIRST PUBLIC STEP. 
Soon after the accession of Van Buren to the 


Presidency came the great panic of in, anda 
bitter debate swept the country. Tie l’resi- 
dent's recommendation for the separation of 
the Government from the banks and the es- 


tablishment of an independent treasury cailed 
down upon the Executive's head the flercest 
denunciation. The young lawyer had imbibed 
from his father a great admiration for Van 
Buren, and this inspired him to publish a se- 
ries of papers signed ‘*Crino’’ in defense of 


the President. These productions were 
marked by great maturity of thought. 
On being admitted to tne bar, in i841, Mr. 


Tilden opened a law office on Pine atrect, New 
York. In 1844 he founded the Daily News to 


take part in the election of James K. 
Polk. In the fall of ie45 he 
was sent to the Assembly from 


the metropolis, and while a member was 
selected to the convention for the remodelling 
of the Constitation of theState. In both these 


bodies Mr. Tiiden was no insign 
cant factor. Political dissensions 
among the friends of Tolk and 


Van Buren and his own defeat for Attorney 
General of New York estranged Mr. Tilden 
from politics and for over a decade he devoted 
himself strictly to his profession. His prac- 
tice was very extensive and by it he amassed 
considerable wealth. He was counsel in 
1556 in the Fi case growing out of the con- 
tested election for the Comptrollersbip of New 
York City, and in 1857 was attorney for the rel- 
atives of Dr. Burdell in the celebrated suit with 
Mrs. Cunningham, and for the Pennsy/vania

MR. TILDEN’S HOME LIFE, 


How and Where the Sage Spent His Time— 
Graystone and Gramercy Park. 


The ‘‘Sage of Gramercy’’ Park was not al- 
together an urban character. His constitu- 
tion was never strong, andthe little hold he 
had on life was strengthened by 
residence in the country and his 


fondness for things rural that put him in the 
way of fresh air and other aids to health. By 
that lofty title given him during his candidacy 
for President in 1876 he was best known, al- 
though his residence at Gramercy Park has 
never been long. Afew days now and then 
have sufficed him. He would occasionally go 
there, give a dinner to a few friends and then 
be off to his residence on the Hudson 
known as Graystone. He bought the latter 
place in 1879. It is one of the stateliest country 
places on that beautiful river. The house stands 
on a natural knoll, the summit being 450 feet 
above the level of the river at high water.

His life has latterly been 
cheered by the presence with him contin- 
uously of the daughters of the late Henry 
Tilden, Misses Susan and Rose Tilden. They 
have resided at Graystone, but have fre- 
quently gone to the city with him when he 
was called there.

As was said previously, it 
is wonderfully complete in specjal lines, and 
no more complete collection of illustrated 
books can be found anywhere than the dead 
sage possessed.

IN WASHINGTON. 


Tributes From Senator Beck and Mr. Ran- 
dall to Tilden’s Memory. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. August 4.—Little sur- 
prise was expressed here this morning at the 
announcement of the death of Samuel J. Til- 
den. Politicians and financiers, and especially 
those from New York, have known fora year 
that the death of Tilden was only a 
question of a very short time. Sen- 
ator Beck gave utterance to the sentiment 


ofa number of other statesmen when he said 
to your correspondent just before noon: ‘‘The 
effect Tilden’s death willhave upon politics 
has long since been discounted. His death 
will be regretted everywhere. He was a 
patriotic citizen, wise in counsel, and his 
demise will be felt in every branch of not only 
the Government interests, but those of the 
people.’’ 

Ex-Speaker Randall, who was the most inti- 
mate friend Tilden had in Congress, said:“ This 
death takes from our Government identity 
one of its most ardent and potent friends. 
For many years he has been the persistent 
friend of the propositions to revive American 
shipping interests, rebuild the Navy, rehibili- 
tate the coast defenses and make American in- 
terests felt in all parts of the world. No 
man, Mr. Randall said, ‘‘had more sincere 
orardenta desire to see the United States 
progress and htr institutions and the interests 
of her people thrive than Tilden.’’ 

Quite a number of telegrams expressing 
sympathy and regret have been forwarded to 
New York. Immediately upon the assembling 
of the House of Representatives this morning 
a resolution was introduced by Mr. Springer 
of Illinois, and unanimously adopted, ex- 
pressing the sympathy of the bones upon Til- 
den's death.

The Defense Trying to Establish a Case of 
Mistaken Identity. 


CHICAGO, August 4.—There was the usual 
crowd in the Criminal Court-room this morn- 
ing when the trial of the eight Anarchists was 
resumed. Conrad Messer declared that he 
went from Zepp’s Hall, the Socialists’ head- 
quarters, to the Haymarket just before the 
police arrived. He testificd that he saw both 
Spies and Fielden on the wagon when the 
police arrived. He said he returned to Zepp’s 
Hall when the police began to shoot. 

August Krumm, a woodworker, testified 
that he attended the Haymarket meeting with 
a friend named Albright; went into Crane’s 
Alley to light their pipes owing to the fact that 
the wind was blowing on the street. Krumm 
has red hair, but his face and head muchre, 


semble Spies. This testimoney, the defense 
expect, will offset Gilmer’s evidence.

POOR WITNESSES. 

On the cross-examination the witness was 
subjected to a very severe questioning by 
the States’ Attorney, and not only 
seriously contradicted his own narrative 
but that of other witnesses for the 
defense. He declared that there were no 
boxes on the sidewalk at the point designated 
by the other witnesses for the defense, and 
from which it was claimed the bomb was 


When asked to point out Spies, 
whom he claimed to have heard 
speak, the witness pointed out Fieiden. 


Robert Lidinger said he stood at the entrance 
of the alley arm in arm with his friend Carl 
Richer. He testified that, after the bomb ex- 
ploded, the police appeared to be doing all 
the shooting. He saw no one else re. On 
the cross- examination Lidinger testified that 
he did not see any boxes on the sidewalk. 

Wm. Albright who was expected to corrob- 
orate the story related by Krumm, testified that 
he went into the alley just before the explo- 
sion. He heard one shot fired before the bomb 
exploded aud that it came fromthe direction 
of the police. The witness saw no one else in 
the alley except Krumm and himself. The 
bomb was not thrown from the alley. Before 
being subjected to a cross-examination the 
court adjourned. 

NOT SCHNAUBELT. 

Lieut. Shea of the Detective Department 
received by express, yesterday, the clothes 
ofthe man who was found in a river at Erie, 
Pa., and was supposed to be Sennaubelt, the 
thrower ofthe bomb which did such havoc 
among the police at the Haymarket last May. 
When the body was found the authorities 
of Erie supposed, from descriptions, thut 
they had found the remains of Sennaubelt, 


an at once telegraphed to the au- 
thorities here. It was doubted’ that 
the body was that of Schnaubelt, 


but to besure Lieut. Shea had the clothes 
sent here. Schnaubelt is known to be a man 
of about six feet in height and about 200 
pounds in weight. The clothes received yes- 
terday had been worn by aman about five 
feet eight inches in height and who could not 
have weighed more than 160 pounds. The

or words to that effect, when he answered: 

„»The papers are all right and will be turned 
over to you the first thing in the morning.’ 

‘*Whereupon I issued the following order:“ 


The State of Texas, Maverick Ceunty, to the Sher- 
if of Maverick County— Greeting: 

You are hereby directed to deliverto Francisco 
Mondragon, Chief of Police, Piedras Negras, Mex- 
ico, Francisco Rasures, whom you now hold in your 
custody, and whois accused of the theft of horses in 
the Kepublic of Mexico, as is proven by letters from 
sald Mondragon.

TILDEN, 

The death of SaMvuEL J. TILDEN re- 
moves a remarkable figure from Ameri- 
can political life. Though for years he 
has lived in retiracy and seclusion, a 
subtle and potent influence has continu- 
ously gone out from him which made him 
a more important political character than 
many an active politician. He was pre- 
eminently a political sage, and his words 
of counsel or admonition were always re- 
ceived with deference and respect by men 
of all parties. 

Mr. TILDEN enjoyed through life a 
guarded self-control both in word and 
deed. His most positive actions and most 
important utterances were distinguished 
with a peculiar dignity and bore 
evidence of conscientious deliberation. 
His life was ennobled with the spirit 
of a serene intellectual contempla- 
tion that raised him above the noisy 
arena of practical politics with its repel- 
lent tumult and demoralizing tendencies. 
His influence on the politics of nis country 
was indirect, but not the less enduring 
and effective. The studious seclusion of 
his declining years could not hedge in the 
forces of his vigorous mind and his won- 
derfui personality; and his words and 
writings continued to be caught up, 
as having something of the weight and 
value of oracular deliverances. Mr. 
TILDEN’S career has left a deep im- 
press on the thought of his country. 
His life has taught us that politics is not 
per se an unworthy and ignoble vocation; 
that itis possible for a good man to dig- 
nify and elevate a profession which he 
finds to be unworthy of his ambition and 
his gifts. He has so lived that his coun- 
trymen, without regard to party affilia- 
tion, can unite in offering a befitting trib- 
ute to his memory and his work. 

TAKE THE HALF LOAP. 
The House would be justified in firmly 
refusing its concurrence in the Senate 
amendments to the surplus resolution if 
there were any prospect of thus securing 
the concurrence of theSenate in the adop- 
tion of the original.

gives a margin of discretion to the Execu- 
tive which the other does not give. The 
original forbids the retention of morethan 
510,000, 000 of surplus in excess of the $100, - 
000,000 retained for the redenrption of 
greenbacks, while the amended resolution 
expressly authorizes the Secretary in his 
discretion either to use all of the surplus 
in excess of #100,000,000 in redeeming bonds 
or toretain a surplus of $120,000,000, and 
as much more as the President may order 
him to retain in view of any emergency 
which, in the President’s opinion, may 
justify such order. 
If the amended resolution is defeated 
by the House, that body will obviously 
be responsible for the defeat of a resolu- 
tion admitting that $75,000,000 of the pres- 
ent surplus of $175,000,000 may be safely 
used in redeeming bonds, and further 
declaring in substance that $55,000,000 of 
it should be so used, and that not more 
than $120,000,000 should ever be retained 
except by special order from the Presi- 
dent, who is therein expressly required to 
report every such order to Congress with 
his reasons therefor at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 

Both parties in their platforms stand 
pledged against the accumulation and re- 
tention of such an enormous surplus as 
now cumbers the Treasury. The Demo- 
crats of the House and a Democratic Ad- 
ministration have insisted on reducing the 
surplus by reducing the taxes, but have 
been prevented by a Republican Senate. 
Now the Democratic House has tried to 
have the surplus kept down to $100,000,000 
by a resolution which would cause the re- 
demption of $75,000,000 of bonds and the 
saving of $2,500,000 of interest to tax-payers 
every year, and the Republican Senate has 
simply refused to pass that resolution 
except in such ashape thatits rejection 
will throw upon the Democratic party 
the responsibility for retaining the pres- 
ent surplus in the Treasury. On the 
other hand, if the House accepts the 
amended resolution as the best it can get 
from a Republican Senate, the responsi- 
bility for locking up more than $100,000, - 
000 will be shared between the President 
and the Republican Senate, while the 
credit of reducing the surplus to $120,000, - 
000 will belong to the representatives of 
the Democracy in the House.

Ben Kimball Objects to the Insurance De- 
partment’s Action. 


When the case of Ben Kimball, one of the 
insurance agents indicted by the Grand-jury 
for violating the insurance law, was called in 
the Court of Criminai Correction yesterday 
Col. C. P. Ellerbe, attorney for the Insurance 
Department, stated that tne only object of the 


prosecutions wastoenforce the law and col- 
lect the revenue due from insurance com- 
panies.

STABBED IN THE DARE.

J. G. Fletcher, an Actor, Fatally Wounded 
by His Wife. . 


CHICAGO, August 4.—J.G. Fletcher, an actor, 
82 years of age, is at the County Hospital suf- 
fering from a knife-thrust in his left side, 
which the doctors say will result fatally. 
Fletcher tottered up to an officer near the cor- 
ner of State and Harrison streets, last night, 
and placing a long, keen-blaged knife in his 


hands, said he had been stabbed. He was 
taken to the County Hospital, where the phy- 
sicians found a deep cuta qVarter of an inch 
longin his left side, below the ribs, and 
thought the indications were that the liver has 
been penetrated. Fletcher at first refused to 
tell who assaulted him, but finaily said it was 
his wife. He said he wentto their rooms, 
which were dark, and, as he stepped in the 
door, the woman stabbed him. Mrs. Fletcher 
wes arrested at midnight and locked up at the 
Armory. She does not deny that she stabbed 
her husband: but claims that she did it in selt- 
defense, being drivento desperation by the 
cruelty of Fletcher.

„THE BIG SMASH. 


Mysterious Meetings of Base Ball Manag- 
ers at Washington, D. C. 


The New York WORLD has the following in 
reference to the coming breakup in base ball: 

Thatthere will be many radical changes in 
base ball next season is now admitted by those 
who are best informed, and there are many 
schemes in process of hatching. The great in- 
terest in tho League pennant race has enabled 
the schemers to go along quietly and avoid any 
publicity, but the sharpest of men are some- 
times caught napping and then detected in 
soine act which they sought to keep from pub- 
lic view. Itis not that they are indulging ina 
wrongful act, but that their plans may be frus- 
trated, that causes them to do their work by 
secret process. But the best-laid plans for 
obtaining secrecy are those which geuerally 
lead to exposure. 


* 
* * 

Very deeply laid were the plans of those 
who are scheming the next great move, but 
the secret has lenked out. While in Washing- 
ton early in the week I was struck by the ar- 
rival of a number of persons interested in base 
ball in the West, twootwhom at least could 
nothave businessin the capital that would 
represent their interest in tie American As- 
sociation, to which they belong. They were 
Chris Von der Ane and Leon de Lisle of the 
St. Louis Browns. They called on 
Congressman O'Neill of St. Louis, 
whois also interested in the Browns, and 
later Chris Von der Ahe called on President 
Young of the League. Very naturally I made 
efforts to discover the why and wherefore of 
the proceedings and by hard work learned 
that St. Louis will have the Browns in tlie 
League next yearif Von derAhe and Lucas 
can come to terms. Kansas City will be ousted 
from the League, and a general reconstruction 
of the Ameri@an Association and National 
League will take place, the two organizations 
combining into one of ten clubs. The cities to 
be represented are New York, Boston, Brook- 
ivn, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Washington, 
Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati and Pittsburg. 
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The cities named are, of course, the best in 
both associations. They have the strongest 
teains and the best paying attendance and are 
desirable for other reasons. There is local 
rivalry between New York and Brooklyn, New 
York und Boston, New York and Philadeiphia 
and between Philadelphia and Washington. 
The Smoky City will do anything to deteat 
Cincinnati and the Queen City and Chicago are 
rivals, while Chicago and Detroit are enemies 
and St. Louis wishes to whip Chicago above all 
others. The sectional rivalry would also be 
strong, and paying crowds would witness all 
games. There are, of course, many ob- 
rtacles to be overcome before the 
object sought can be obtained. The 
main obstacle is the dropping of clubs 
now inthe organization, for the result of the 
Met. s case is still before the base ball mag- 
nates. Then, again, the question of the price 
of admission and that of Sunday games must 
be settled and minor details agreed on. The 
scheme is elaborate, however, and it is being 
worked by old heads and cunning ones and 
may be put through successfully. It origin- 
ates, I believe, with Al Spalding, who started 
it as u compromise measure, the Eastern peo- 
ple wanting an Eastern League, which, of 
course, would shut Aland his White Stocking 
nine out of the good gates“ obtainable in 
Eastern cities. o strengthen his position he 
is pushing his team to win the championship 


again. Failing to get it he will do all he can to 
keep it from New York. As long as that can 


be done it is argued New York cannot afford to 
leave the League and enter into an Eastern 
association.

TILDEN, 

The death of SamvuEL J. TILDEN re- 
moves a remarkable figure from Ameri- 
can political life. Though for years he 
has lived in retiracy and seclusion, a 
subtle and potent influence has continu- 
ously gone out from him which made him 
a more important political character than 
many an active politician. He was pre- 
eminently a political sage, and his words 
of counsel or admonition were always re- 
ceived with deference and respect by men 
of all parties. 

Mr. TILDEN enjoyed through life a 
guarded self-control both in word and 
deed. His most positive actions and most 
important utterances were distinguished 
with a peculiar dignity and bore 
evidence of conscientious deliberation. 
His life was ennobled with the spirit 
of a serene intellectual contempla- 
tion that raised him above the noisy 
arena of practical politics with its repel- 
lent tumult and demoralizing tendencies. 
His influence on the politics of his country 
was indirect, but not the less enduring 
and effective. The studious seclusion of 
his declining years could not hedge in the 
forces of his vigorous mind and his won- 
derfui personality; and his words and 
writings continued to be caught up, 
as having something of the weight and 
value of oracular deliverances. Mr. 
TILDEN’S career has left a deep im- 
press on the thought of his country. 
His life has taught us that politics is not 
per se an unworthy and ignoble vocation; 
that it is possible for a good man to dig- 
nify and elevate a profession which he 
finds to be unworthy of his ambition and 
his gifts. He has so lived that his coun- 
trymen, without regard to party affilia- 
tion, can unite in offering a befitting trib- 
ute to his memory and his work.

TAKE THE HALF LOAP. 
The House would be justified in firmly 
refusing its concurrence in the Senate 
amendments to the surplus resolution if 
there were any prospect of thus securing 
the concurrence of theSenate in the adop- 
tion of the original. But although the 
original is better than the amended form, 
the latter is such a concession to the prin- 
ciple embodied in the former that its de- 
feat by the House would be a political 
mistake. 

Aside from the trade dollar amendment, 

which is not germane, the only difference 
between the two forms is that the Senate’s 
gives a margin of discretion to the Execu- 
tive which the other does not give. The 
original forbids the retention of morethan 
$10,000,000 of surplus in excess of the $100, - 
000,000 retained for the redemption of 
greenbacks, while the amended resolution 
expressly authorizes the Secretary in his 
discretion either to use all of the surplus 
in excess of $100,000,000 in redeeming bonds 
or to retain a surplus of $120,000,000, and 
as much more as the President may order 
him to retain in view of any emergency 
which, in the President’s opinion, may 
justify such order. 
If the amended resolution is defeated 
by the House, that body will obviously 
be responsible for the defeat of a resolu- 
tion admitting that $75,000,000 of the pres- 
ent surplus of $175,000,000 may be safely 
used in redeeming bonds, and further 
declaring in substance that $55,000,000 of 
it should be so used, and that not more 
than $120,000,000 should ever be retained 
except by special order from the Presi- 
dent, who is therein expressly required to 
report every such order to Congress with 
his reasons therefor at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 

Both parties in their platforms stand 
pledged against the accumulation and re- 
tention of such an enormous surplus as 
now cumbers the Treasury. The Demo- 
crats of the House and a Democratic Ad- 
ministration have insisted on reducing the 
surplus by reducing the taxes, but have 
been prevented by a Republican Senate. 
Now the Democratic House has tried to 
have the surplus kept down to $100,000,000 
by a resolution which would cause the re- 
demption of $75,000,000 of bonds and the 
saving of $2,500,000 of interest to tax-payers 
every year, and the Ræpublican Senate has 
simply refused to pass that resolution 
except in such ashape that its rejection 
will throw upon the Democratic party 
the responsibility for retaining the pres- 
ent surplus in the Treasury. On the 
other hand, if the House accepts the 
amended resolution as the best it can get 
from a Republican Senate, the responsi- 
bility for locking up more than $100,000, - 
000 will be shared between the President 
and the Republican Senate, while the 
credit of reducing the surplus to $120,000, - 
000 will belong to the representatives of 
the Democracy in the House.

Anti-Discrimination Democratic.

One of the greatest of the evils that afflict 
the industries of Pennsylvania and those de- 
pendent upon them is railroad discrimination 
and monopoly. The Constitutionai Conven- 
tion recognized this fact, and placed in the 
instrument it drafted provisions intended to 
meet and conquer it. The people, by an un- 
precedented majority, adopted that instru- 
ment as the fundamental law of the State. It 
includes a specific demand thatthe Legislat- 
ure shall inforce the anti-discrimination and 
monopoly provisions by appropriate legisia- 
tion. Yet for twelve years that command has 
been disobeyed, and the late Republican Con- 
vention deliberately refused to declare that it 
should be obeyed. The Democratic Conven- 
tion will make no such mistake. It will go 
upon record on this subject in the plainest of 
plain English, and the issue that will. thus be 
joined between the two parties will constitute, 
we repeat, the chiefof the dangers to which 
the Beaver ticket is subjected. If the people 
were true to themselves it would bury that 
ticket under a majority as large as was given 
for the Constitution, of which the presenta- 
tion of that ticket and the piatform on which 
it stands is a plain and flagrant defiance.

sympathize with Mr. Reagan and the objocts 
of his bill; Ibelleve in restraining these cor 
porations as far as can be under the constitu- 
tion, but l think the Cullom bill was a better 
measure and.one in the end best calculated to 
secure the objects desired by Mr. Reagan. The 
passage of the two bills is equivalent to the 
defeat of the proposition to establish Goveri- 
ment supervision of inter-State commerce.

Ile took as three of his principal 
advisers veteran public mo. who certuinly 
cannot be excused ior any mistakes on ac- 
count of inexperience. The principal criti- 
cism that I should pass upon this Administra- 
tion, and the one that will be made by the Re- 
publicans in the canvass,is the very poor 
class of men selected to fill the Federal 
ofiices. There are in all communities 
plenty of good Democrats. All that is 
required is a certain knowledge of men anda 
little common sense in iwaking its selection. 
lsaid atthe outset of Mr. Cleveland’s admin- 
istration that I had no doubt he intended to 
do exactly right and to make the best — 
appvintments, but that the party would prove 
TOO STRONG FOR HIM, 
and the pressure would be too great. I think 
that this remark, which 1 did not make at that

Mysterious Meetings of Base Ball Manag- 
ers at Washington, D. C. 


The New York WoRLD has the following in 
reference to the coming breakup in base ball: 

Thatthere will be many radical changes in 
base ball next season is now admitted by those 
who are best informed, and there are many 
schemes in process of hatching. The great in- 
terest in tho League peunant race has enabled 
the schemers to go along quietly and avoid any 


publicity, but the sharpest of men are some- 
times caught napping and then detected in 
some act which they sought to keep from pub- 
lic view. It is not that they are indulging in a 
wrongful act, but that their plans may be frus- 
trated, that causes them todo their work by 
secret process. But the best-laid plans for 
obtaining secrecy are those which geuerally 
lead to exposure.

Very deeply laid were the plans of those 
who are scheming the next great move, but 
the secret has leuked out. While in Washing- 
ton early in the week I was struck by the ar- 
rival of a number of persons interested in base 
ball in the West, two ofwhom at least could 
not have businessin the capital that would 
represent their interest in the American As- 
sociation, to which they belong. They were 
Chris Von der Ane and Leon de Lisle of the 
St. Louis Browns. They called on 
Congressman O Neill 01 St. Louis, 
whois also interested in the Browns, 
later Chris Von der Ahe called on President 
Young of the League. Very naturally I made 
efforts to discover the why and wherefore of 
the proceedings and by hard work learned 
that St. Louis will have the Brownsin the 
League next yearif Von der Ahe and Lucas 
can come to terms. Kansas City will be ousted 
from the League, and a general reconstruction 
of the American Association and National 
Leacue will take place, the two organizations 
combining into one of ten clubs. The cities to 
be represented are New York, Boston, Brook- 
ivn, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Washington, 

hicago, Detroit, Cincinnati and Pittsburg. 
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The cities named are, of course, the best in 
both associations. They have the strongest 
teums and the best paying attendance and are 
desirable for other reasons. There is local 
rivalry between New York and Brooklyn, New 
York und Boston, New York and Philadeiphia 
and between Philadelphia and Washington. 
The Smoky City will do anything to deteat 
Cincinnati and the Queen City and Chicago are 
rivals, while Chicago and Detroitare enemies 
and St. Louis wishes to whip Chicago above all 
others. Thesectional rivairy would also be 
strong, and paying crowds would witness all 


games. There are, of course, many ob- 
rtacles to be overcome before the 
object sought can be obtained.

PEGGING AT THE BANK. 


THE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY ACCOUNT 
CONSIDERED IN COURT. 

Mr. Haeussler on the Trail of the Receiver 
—Judge Lubke Still at Work on the 
Wind-Up—A Protest Against Both Re- 
ceiver and Committee from an Interested 
Party. 


Judge Lubke, shortly before noon to-day, 
took up the affairs of the Provident Bank and 
the hearing in respect of the Washington 
University account was resumed. Judge 
Adams, for the receiver,stated that in August, 
1864, the Museum of Fine Arts, a 
department of the University, was 
anxious to secure a collection of works of art 
by subscription and liste were opened for that 
purpose by a committee of about six gentle- 
men interested in artmatters. Thedefaulting 
Cashier Thomson and Mr. Gariand, the Presi- 


dent of the Provident Bank, inter- 
ested themselves in the matter 
and authorized Prof. Ives and Mr. 


J. G. Chapman to draw to the extent of $3,000 
when they visited Europe for the purpose of 
selecting works of art for the Museum. In 
August, 1884, a draft for $2,000 was drawn on 
Garland and Thomson individually, and it was 
honored at the bank. Subsequently when 


Prof. Ives returned to St. Louis another 
draft for 51.00 was drawn on Garland and 
Thomson individually and it was honored at 
the bank. The drafts were carried in the cash- 
box of the bank as cash items. In due course 
the collection of art works so purchased by 


subscription was turned over 
to the N by Prof. Ives 
and Mr. Chapman. The attorney for the 


receiver could not see that any obligation 
rested witb the University toward the bank in 
respect of the drafts, and the only obligation 
appeared to be on the part of Gariand and 
Thomson, for the drafts were drawn upon 
them individaally. 

E. C. Eliot for Washington University said 
that Judge Adams statement was correct so 
far as he knew. 

Mr. Adkins, receiving teller of the Provident 
Bank, was called. The first draft was drawn 
in London, and Mr. Garland directed bim to 
pay itand hold the draft. That wasin August,

Prof. Ives took the stand and said that Gar- 
land and Thomson were both members 
of a self-constituted committee for 
the purpose of collecting funds to 
secure objects of artin England, France and 
Germany. Thomsonand Garland reed to 
get a sum not less than $3,000, but business 
engrossed them and they did not complete 
their work. Thomson told him, however, that 
he was authorized to draw upon Garland 


and himself for the sum he 
needed in Europe, and he did 
do so. He understood that he was drawing 


aguinst the sums that would be collected for 
the art department but that the drafts were 


| against Garland and Thomson individually and 
not againstthe bank and that he, the Profes- 


aor, was not responsible. Thomson told him 
that wusso.

BURNING RAGS, 


The Warehouse of P. Jacobs & Son De- 
stroyed by Fire. 

This morning, just before 7 o’clock, the Fire 
Department was called to box No. 36 to extin- 
guish a fire in the rag warehouse of Ph. Jacobs 
& Son, located at No. 6 North Commercial and 
No. 3 North Levee. One of the press hands, 
named Frank, says when he opened up this 
morning he discovered the fire on the top 


floor, where the assorting of rags is done. In 
a jiffy the flames were bursting forth from the 
windows at either end of the building. In this 
condition the department found the fire. As- 
sistant Chief Finnerty at once ordered ladders 
into position against the building and from 
these six engines were soon throwing water on 
the burning rags. The streams had a telling 
effect on the fiery element and it was not long 
before the Chief began ordering some of the 
engines back to quarters. Just about the time 
the fire was under control the floors gave way 
in the exact center of the structure, carrying 
everything into the cellar beneath. This place 
bas been ufire twice before. In October, 1533, 
a fire of small proportions. was extinguished 
by the firemen, and on the 28th of December of 
last yearathorough gutting by the flames 
occurred. Onthis occasion the levee front 
fell out, nearly catching Truckman Monohan 
of Hook and Ladder No. 8 in the fall. This 
time the firemen were on the alert for a repe- 
tition of last December’s occurrence and were 
out of the way of harm when the center fell in 
this morning. Mr. Jacobs and his son arrived 
at the tire alittle after 8 o'clock, their usual 
time for getting down town. They were 
cumfounded on finding that they had been 
visited the third time by fire. “The elder Mr. 
Jacobs at once remarked: ‘‘I won't build 
this place up any more forarag house. I've 

ot enough of this neighbornood. I was in 
— twenty years in South St. Louis, 
and never in all that time had a flre. Three 
years ago the fellow next door was cook- 
ing fish and his flue set my place afire. Then 
last winterI gotitagain. The third time is 
enough forme.’’ Hethen went on to state 
that he had a contract with the Dupont Paper- 
mills at Louisville for 1,000 bales of white cot- 
ton rags. Three hundred bales have been 
shipped and 500 more were about ready to be 
forwarded.

A WESTERN MAN FAVORED BY THE DE- 
MOCRACY FOR 1888. 


John G. Carlisle as a Candidate — The 
Speaker's Attitude in Politics and His 
Availability for the Presidency—A Clear, 
Clean and Honest Record—Mr. Carlisle 
Socially and Politically. 


By Telexraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 4.—The general 
drift among Democrats is in favor of a Western 
candidate for President in 1888. In the event 
of Mr. Cleveland’s not securing the renomina- 
tion, it is certain that Southern and Western 
Democrats will make a strong effort to carry 
the nomination West. They hold that the 
nomination has been given to the East, and to 
one State, practically, for twenty-five years. 
McClellan, in 1864, was considered a New York 
man; Seymour received the nomination in 
1868; Horace Greeley in 1872; Tilden in 1876; in 
1880 it was Hancock, who was stationed in New 
York, and whose residence was there at that 
time; and in 1884, Grover Cleveland. It is 
probable that the first step that will be taken 
in the direction of a Western candidate 
will be to break up the two-thirds rule. 
If the majority rule had prevailed in the Con- 
vention during the last twenty years, New 
York would not have been able to have con- 
trolled the nomination, but under the circum- 
stances of the two-thirds rule, New York, be- 
ing always positive, aggressive and united 
upon a candidate, has succeeded, in view of 
the importance of that Statein the election, 
in carrying the day for New York candidates. 
John G. Carlisle is to-day the most prominent 
man of the South and the West. He is upon 
the border line of the West and South and his 
nature appears to partake of the character- 
istics of the men of both sections. 
He occupies a conservative line be 
tween the North and South in his 
disposition. He is not an extreme man in 
anytuing; he is one of the most thoroughly 
equipped men to-day in public life; he has 
had great training, and his memory is a perfect 
storehouse of information relating to public 
questions. He is a man with 
A CLEAR, CLEAN AND HONEST RECORD. 

He is one of the most successful speakers who 
has ever presided over the House of Kepre- 
sentatives, for the reason that he has, by his 
impartiality, uprightness and honesty, se- 
cured the approval of both parties in the 


House. It is rare to hear anyone in the 
House speak of Carlisle except to 
praise him. His temperament is par- 
ticularly judicial. It is impossible for 


him to take a partisan view of a question. He 
sits in the office of Speaker as would a judge 
upon a bench. The greatest criticism of his 
action or of his.course comes from Democrats, 
who think that he is not enough ofa party 
man. He bas none of the prejudices of the 
extreme South. He Has none of the emotional 
temperament of the people of that section. He 
reasons Clearly and dispassionately. He is 
one of the most conservative and advanced 
minds among the public men of the present 


time. lle has the wide and liberal views ofa 
thorough man of the world, while he has at 
the sume time the high standard of a 
true statesman. During bis career as 


Speaker the Democratic party has made a 
gieat record. Under his management the 
public domain, which has been held so long 
by dishonest co: porations, has been recovered 
by the people. Upwards of 100,000,000 acres 
have been restored since the short time that 
he was elected Speaker. 

Mr. Carlisle is to-day 51 years of age. He 
was born in Kenton County, Ken- 
tucky, in 1835. He was the young- 
est son of a vetv large family, 
and never had anything more than a good 
common school education. Yet he is to-day

SATURATED WITH FRAUD. 


The New York Sun’s Expose of the Under- 
ground Wire Job. 


NEW YORK, August 4.—The Sun says, in re- 
gard to the contract awarded by the Sub-Way 
Commission for the burial of the electric 
wires, that it has repeatedly called attention 
to the underground wire job and the relations 
to it of suspicious characters. It says: We 
stigmatized the contract as a gigantic license’ 
to blackmail the electric companies. We dis- 
closed Maurics B. Flynn’s relation to 
it. And all to no avail, for the con 


tract was awarded precisely as Flynn 
dictated and required tiat it should 
be. Now, however, that the whole force of 


public opinion is arrayed against Flynn, 
Squire and the entire system of municipal and 
political rottenness, we have some hope of 
seeing the mischief undone. We do not know, 
but if there is not an immediate remedy there 
will be reparation later. Andretribution, too. 
For the business community it is enough to 
point to Flynn's practical control of the un- 
derground wire contract to establish the con- 
viction that it is saturated with fraud. The 
sende Of all good citizens is against it, and they 
will have none of it. The whole subject should 
be reopened, and the franchise should be put 
up at public auction, and to do this, if neces- 
Bary, the act should be repeualed.’’
